I have your letter of the Ist enclosing Mr. Fielding's 


letter to you about Woodhouse. I am sorry that Mr. Fielding has 
put the matter in the way in which he has. From the first 


Woodhouse was told that he could not be relieved of his First Year 


Mathematics because as a Second Year man it was not part of his 


year's work. He has urged the cancellation of the examination 
because he was on a farme When the Committee met rather over 


a week ago to clear up any cases that were in hand it was agreed 
that as the Council had not issued any instructions for such 
relief that every consideration should be given to students by 
allowing them to enter without having removed the conditions, 
providing that where these were barring them from a higher year 
the examination must be taken uff in January. The Committee felt 
that there should be no ressonable objection on the part of the 
Council to that recommendation and every one was notified to that 
effect. Woodhouse has written a great deal on the matter and 


was notified along with the rest that he might defer the examin- 


ation until January. I am writing to Mr. Fielding sending

Dear Mr President; 

Under the more recent manner of appointment to positions on 
the University Staff a man may be an instructor for a good many years, 
but under the Act of 1906 is not eligible to take his seat on the 
Council of the Faculty of Arts. Several cases have been brought 
to my attention recently, in one of which particularly there is a 
certain hardship. Mr Jeanneret, Registrar of University College, 
is not a permanent member of the Staff. He has no place at the 
Council board and yet his presence is of the very greatest importance 
to his College, and of very vital assistance on the Committee on 
Applications and Memorials. A number of others of the Staff have 
served for several years and have no seat at the Council under the 
Act. Vould there be any means of relieving the situation? 
I should be grateful if you would take the matter up with the Board of 
Governors.
